It is Just as well for those who have not 
In their w inter supply of coal not to worry overmuch or go to the 
extreme 
of buying out wood yards through fear of freezing during the winter. 
We do not expect the coal barons, bold as they are, will dare 
to hold 
out until the cold w eather comes; 
we do not believe the people will tolerate 
the strike much longer; we do not believe 
that 
President Roosevelt will 
presume so much upon the patience of the public as to hold neutral much 
longer. Therefore we believe there will he no danger of freezing to death and 
no need of laying in an all w inter supply of wood. 
It Is well, however, to he fairly fortified against the worst p o s s ib le , as 
even though the strike were declared off tomorrow It would probably be a 
month before any considerable q uantity of coal would reach Lowell. 
The substitutes for coal are steadily advancing 
in price as a result of 
the demand. 
Thus hard and soft wood, coke, soft 
coal, oil and even gas 
heating have advanced. 
Peat Is out of the question as It can be 
dried only 
In summer. 
It Is certain that the strike will result In developing substitutes 
for 
coal. Wood stoves wll be used in m any places where coal stoves had been 
In use and with 
results 
more satisfactory than at first anticipated.

No such right to the coal-supply of the United States an exist legally. 
By continued use of the products of these 
mines for a num ber 
of years, 
the public has acquired an Interest in them to the extent of seeing th a t they 
•hall be kept o«en, that the supply' shul! not be cut 
off or diverted so that 
the public dem and for its usual supply of coal cannot be met. 
Suppose a few foreigners bought up the coal mines and refused to sell coal 
to the people of this country. 
How long would it take the American 
people 
to clean them out and seize the mines? 
Hut lf a few native Americans shut up the mines 
and refuse 
to sell coal 
to the people Is not the result Just as bad as lf the 
same thing were done 
by 
foreigners? 
Therefore, we say that the people’s right to the coal at a fair price Is su- 
prome- 
The action of the aldermen is sound and timely, 
lf the president delays, 
he will be open to the charge of conspiracy against the people. 
If he refuses to act the governor of M assachusetts can act for the people 
Of this state and bring about the same object if 
the 
unreasonable 
struggle 
be kept up until people are threatened with death from the rigors of winter.

"The m ajority report says substantially that there was nothing wrong 
anywhere.

above suspicion. 
W right S. Prior Is a pure and disinterested patriot who 
toted within his legitim ate province, and Dwight P. Allen is an angel. 
"The minority says 
Street Commissioner W right 8. Prior was guilty 
of exceeding his duties to an unw arranted degree and of degrading his office 
of street commissioner of the city of W orcester by m anifesting 
an 
undue 
interest in asphalt paving and by furnishing inform ation 
of 
the standing 
of members of the com mittee on streets and members of the city govern­ 
ment on the m atter of paving to Interested parties and consulting and a d ­ 
vising with said interested parties and persons not connected with the city 
government as to the attitude of the various m embers and the steps to be 
taken to induce such m embers to change from their already expressed con­ 
viction and intention.

SEIZE 
T H E 
MINE8. 
The action of the hoard of aldermenin appealing to 
the president to 
have the mines opened for the public good Is generally commended th ro u g h ­ 
out the country except by the organs that defend the adm inistration, right 
or wrong. 
The Sun has already expressed Its views on this m atter, favoring the 
prompt seizure of the mines. 
The Fall River Globe after referring to the resolution adopted, approves 
and commends the action as follows: 
^ 
While it rem ains 
to be seen w hether this request will be complied with 
In any or all particulars, we believe th a t 
the 
Ivowell municipal authorities 
are to be commended on their uetlon. 
They have taken a step and pointed 
out a course of procedure that Is likely to be generally followed and in such 
event Is calculated to arouse popular Interest regarding the right of 
Hie 
governm ent to interfere as a m atter of public policy to compel the opera­ 
tion of the mines. 
Recognized legal authorities m aintain 
th at such 
proceed­ 
ings as 
are suggested 
In this appeal to 
the president, 
can 
be 
instituted 
under the common law not only by 
the state but by an individual consumer 
who can show th at he Is being Injured through his Inability to procure this 
n atural product which Is to him a prime necessity, 
because 
of 
the 
failure, 
from w hatever cause of those who control Its production to supply it. 
T hat is common sense. 
It would seem preposterous to suppose 
th at 
the private Interests and prejudices of any Individuals or corporations In a 
case of this nature were superior to those of the public. 
Or that, as In 
this Instance, when such parties take the position that they are param ount, 
the courts are impotent to afford the people relief from an 
intolerable 
and 
calam itous state of affairs. One thing Is certain, and on 
this we venture 
to 
say the people of the United States 
who are feeling the stress of the pres­ 
ent situation will be universally in agreem ent—an d th a t Is 
that 
m atters 
have reached a stage so acute and critical that It Is 
tim e 
this 
question 
should he Judicially determined. 
More th an that. It Is the government, 
which Is a common sufferer with the public, that should put this issue to 
an im m ediate and positive test. 
It has been claimed that the president Is powerless to act officially to 
bring the strike to an end or to force the owners of the mines to resume 
the working thereof. 
But who can spenk authoritatively on this subject, 
or why should the public adm it such a claim as being sound in the absence 
of a legal decision to that effect? 
W hat the Ixiwell authorities have asked 
would seem to be not only reasonable and right but expedient in the high­ 
est degree. 
W ere other like official bodies everywhere to fall Into line in 
seconding their demand. It Is highly probable that the effect would be s a l ­ 
ary and such as to alarm and bring the coal trust crowd to their senses. 
It is very much 
to he doubted, 
despite the toplofty and arrogant a tti­ 
tude they have been occupying, lf they would care or to put It more em ­ 
phatically, they would dare to face proceedings such as 
these 
resolutions 
propose 
and have the courts pass upon the vital Issue therein Involved. 
But the tim e has gone by for consulting their wishes or giving any con- 
slderRllon to their claims and assum ptions. 
It Is time now for the public 
to p r o c e e d to learn w hat Its rights are and what authority the governm ent 
bas in the premises, perm itting no stone to be left unturned In • establish­ 
ing and exercising the sam e to the limit. 


Ho far as the Luce law has been tried It has worked well.

What the Magazines are

The textile magazines are filled with 
argum ents upon the child labor ques­ 
tion, and all shades of opinion are 
brought forward. 
The Textile M anu­ 
facturers' Journal has the following: 
The 
child 
labor question 
will 
not 
down; It will gain in im portance and 
m agnitude with recurring time, and it 
will be a living and a growing ques 
Hon until it is perm anently settled- 
It 
m atte rs not w hether the responsibility 
for the employment 
of 
children 
In 
southern mills reats with southern or 
northern 
m anufacturer, the 
question 
has become national, not sectional In 
any way whatever, and 
It 
will 
be 
weighed and considered aa it should 
be, solely on its merits. 
If there be 
any abuse, if m anufacturers have over­ 
stepped the bounds of hum anity in this 
employment, if it m eans the stifling of 
manhood and womanhood, the preven­ 
tion of n atural growth, lf it m eans a 
deteriorated and degenerated race—lf 
in a word it Is against the twentieth 
century hum anity, It m ust cease. There 
can be no concealment of facts, there 
can be no evasion of tru th ; nor can 
there be any successful 
attem pts 
to 
stay the current which Is m aking for 
hum anity. Crimination and recrim ina­ 
tion, the endeavor to throw the respon­ 
sibility here and there, will not avail, 
for the issue m ust be met squarely. 
There is no doubt th a t nine-tenths of 
the stuff written and put down as rec­ 
ords of factH are distortions of truth; 
th a t the conditions of child labor are 
not as painful and pitiable as painted. 
Nor, on the other hand, is there any 
doubt th a t in many instances error is 
being done, and that this error should 
be corrected. 
The 
m anufacturer, 
w hether 
he be 
northern or southern, m ust in the end 
look upon the question from a business 
as well as a hum anitarian standpoint, 
and the labor such as has been depict­ 
ed in the dally press, cannot be profit­ 
able. 
Cheap labor in the true sense of the 
word Is not economical. It Is not re­ 
munerative, and the "little tot" In the 
mill is 
against 
good 
m anufacturing 
policy. 
Environm ents 
m ay 
make 
necessary at times the employment 
of 
w hatever labor m ay be available, and 
the continuance of this labor m ay be 
due In a large m easure to the fact that 
It Is already established, and that this 
stands 
in the 
way of m aking neces­ 
sary changes. In m any cases this child 
labor m ay be 
a requisite—or so It Is 
claimed—to the 
family 
employment, 
and in this way m ay be forced upon the 
m anufacturer. 
It 
is not our intention 
however, to go into 
this question and 
discuss 
it from a pro and con sta n d ­ 
point, 
for it will be

without question equal to any force of 
fire lighter* In the world.

Notwithstanding 
that 
Lowell 
is a 
mill city, that many of its establish­ 
ments frequently suffer from tires que 
to spontaneous combustion, and that 
it has many large districts wherein a 
fire once under good headw ay would be 
difficult to control; notw ithstanding all 
this, Lowell has not had a really seri­ 
ous fire for several years, and it has 
not suffered from what Is known as a 
conflagration since the Middle street 
fire in IMS, when the lire house was 
burned. 
There are standing in Lowell today 
many ramshakcle structures, some 
of 
them right In the heart of the tire dis 
:ricts, and it is a notew orthy fact that 
the only criticism heard of the Jew ell 
fire department is th at when a fire 
breaks out in one of these buildings, a 
It frequently does, the work of th 
firemen is so efficient that the blas* 
never gains headw ay and the danger 
ous structures remain, an eyesore to 
the citizens, a menace to surrounding 
property, and the cause of higher in 
aura nee rates- 
Making ail due allowances for the ex ­ 
cellent equipments of the departm ent 
its success in subduing fires Is due. in 
great part, to the discipline and spirit 
af the rank and file. 
The present chief of the department 
has no other thought in life but the 
improvement of the service. 
He has 
liven to it the greater part of his life 
♦laving served through all stages ainee 
J56- 
It is only fair to say that under 
his administration the department has 
reached its best. 
As a leader of the 
fire fighters, Chief Hosmer comes rutt- 
irally to the place.

Viewing the department as it stands

Lowell’* 
fire department Is ae near perfection as 
it is possible for a tire department to he. 
Chief Hosmer Is now In his 66th year and 
he is as a l e r t rind interested in the wel­ 
fare of the department as he was during 
the early days of his career as chief. He 
wus horn In Jefferson street in tills city 


body.

only $37,000, about IOO families

O. M. Whipple,

street, was destroyed and two w ork­ 
men were burned to death. 
O T H E R BIG FIRES. 
The burning of Central bridge on the 
m orning of August 6, 1882, was one of 
the memorable fire* of 
recent years. 
The structure was of wood, and it was 
entirely destroyed. 
W hen the 
center 
fell, several mem bers of the departm ent 
who were posted on the roof at 
the 
northern end, w ent down with it, or 
were left hanging in m id-air to the tel­ 
ephone wires and cross-bars. 
F o r­ 
tunately they ail escaped without p er­ 
m anent or serious injury. 
One of the fires best remembered by 
older citizens was the burning of the 
residence of William Smith, on D racut 
Heights, on the night of F ebruary 5, 
1845. 
It occurred during 
a 
blinding 
snow storm which had prevailed with 
unabated severity during the day, and 
the streets were so blocked up that no 
travel was attem pted, except w hat was 
absolutely necessary. 
Mr. Sm ith had 
remained at his office on 
M errimack 
street over night, deeming it im possi­ 
ble to reach home, and his wife barely 
escaped from the burning house with 
her life, m aking her way In her bare 
feet, clad only in her night clothes, to 
the nearest neighbor’s, about half a 
mile distant. 
The fire, reflected by the 
thick falling snow, shed a 
red 
lurid 
glow over the entire city, there being 
no intervening buildings at that time 
to obstruct tile 
view. 
It 
occurred 
during the height of 
the 
"Millerite" 
excitement, and the followers of the 
faith, accepting it as certain evidence 
of “the beginning of the end,” 
made 
hasty preparation for 
quitting 
this 
mundane sphere, and were in a state 
of 
m ortal trepidation until the crisis 
had passed. 
Several of the engines a t ­ 
tem pted to reach the fire, but locomo­ 
tion was alm ost impossible, and Boott 
Engine, No. 2. and the Hook and L a d ­ 
der truck were all the ap p aratu s th at 
succeeded in reaching the fire. 
The 
house and its contents were 
entirely 
consumed. 


F IR ST STEAM F IR E EN GIN E. 
The first 
steam fire 
engine in the 
departm ent was purchased in 1860. 
It 
was clumsy and 
inefficient compared 
with later patterns, but it did good ser­ 
vice until it was laid on the shelf in 
1866. 
The ten years 
from 1862 to 1872 were 
im portant to the fire service of Lowell, 
as during this 
period 
a change 
was 
gradually made from this old system 
to 
the present one, which comprises 
the most approved methods of modern 
times, for fighting m a n ’s best servant 
but hardest m aster. 
In 1861, the second steam er, Gam e­ 
cock No. 2, was added to the d ep a rt­ 
ment, arid hand engines Nos. 4 and 12 
were wdlhdrawn from 
active service. 
The former, 
the property of the Mer­ 
rimack company, was packed aw ay in 
one of the com pany’s buildings 
nd re­ 
mained 
in undisturbed seclusion until 
the fall 
of 1886. when it 
was dragged 
out and fitted up for use by the V eter­ 
an Firem en’s association, at their first 
parade. T orrent No. 12 was located in 
Centralville with a volunteer company. 
Tile w ar m ade 
sad havoc 
with the 
ranks of the departm ent in 1861 and a 
record of all the mem bers that did ef­ 
ficient service for their country, would 
show- that It was creditably represent­ 
ed. 
In 1S62 old Deluge No. 14. was w ith­ 
draw n from the departm ent. Ja n u a ry 
25, Mrs. Sidney A. Scales was burned to

Excelsior 
I. Tiger 5 and 
Mazeppa IO, 
the last hand 
engines 
In the d ep art­ 
ment. were sold in 1868-9. and steam 
and 
hy d ran ts 
supplied the place 
of 
m anual force. 
Before taking leave of 
the hand departm ent, it is proper th a t 
the 
am ateu r engine Fire King No. 6, 
he mentioned. 
This com pany was first 
organized 
in 1853 by a coterie of en­ 
thusiastic youngsters who were not old 
enou gh to do 
service 
in the 
regular 
departm ent. 
Their first machine was a 
small 
tub of 
domestic 
m anufacture, 
which was more of a toy than anything 
else. 
In 
1854, 
by contributions from 
the members 
and subscriptions from 
cltzens. a "real” engine, pattened after 
the 
full-grown 
m achines 
of the de­ 
partm ent, was procured, made to or­ 
der. 
bv 
Hunn*>man. 
Its 
cylinders 
w'ere 3H inch, and the stroke 9 inches. 
Although the “Fire K ing’’was not a t ­ 
tached to the departm ent, and was net 
capable of doing service everywhere, it 
nevertheless proved a most efficient a n ­ 
nex, 
and on 
m anv occasions 
It did 
yeoman service, as it could he operated 
In

where 
a

It w’as alw ays under the

D ETR IM EN TA L A LIK E TO MIND AND 
BODY 
That cigarette smoking is detrim ental 
to buys both Iii mind and body', is so gen­ 
erally admitted that any argum ent of tho 
question is trite and hackneyed, though 
Birne observations made by Professor P. 
L. Lord and presented In ti recent num ber 
of the School Journal are worthy of con­ 
sol, ration. 
A public school of about SOO 
pupils was taken as an example, and In 
this school It was found th at the boys 
were very Inferior to the girls in every 
way. 
It was also found that a large 
majority of the boys w<re habitual cigar­ 
ette smokers. 
An Investigation was ordered to ascer­ 
tain exactly how far the smoking was to 
blame for the boys*' Inefficiency and low 
moral condition. 
The Investigation ex­ 
tended over several months of close ob­ 
servation of tw enty boys whom It was 
known did not use tobacco in any form 
and twenty boys known to be "cigar­ 
ette fiends.” 
The non -makers were drawn 
by lot. 
The report represents the observation of 
ten teachers. 
The pupils 
Investigated 
wore from th*' sam e rooms In tho same 
schools. No guesswork was allowed. Time 
was taken to get at th* tacts of the case 
on the twenty questions ot inquiry; hence 
the value of the report. 
The ages of the boys were from ten to 
seventeen. 
Tile average aga was a little 
over fourteen. 
o f tin twenty smokers, 
twelve had smoked more than ii year and 
norm* of them several years. 
All tw enty 
boys used cigarettes, while some of them 
also used pipes ami cigars occasionally.

The situation In which New England 
coal consumers find 
themselves today 
Is of absolute dependence on Pennsyl­ 
vania mine owners. 
The 
principal 
owners 
of Pennsyl­ 
vania 
mines 
are 
Pennsylvania 
rail­ 
roads. 
The 
mines 
are operated 
for 
their benefit, 
the freight rates are fix­ 
ed abnorm ally high and the consumer 
of coal Is obliged to pay not merely a 
reasonable wage and profit 
upon 
the 
cost of getting out coal, but dividends 
upon enormously watered stocks of the 
railroads which own the mines. 
There 
m ay be a remedy In govern­ 
ment ownership, but before the govern­ 
m ent can deliver us our annual quota 
of eoal we shall be frozen to death and 
not need It lf we depend on them.

one 
queen, two to four hundred drones and 
from 20,000 to 30,000 workers. The queen 
governs the hive and lays tin* eggs for 
hatching, often In spring laying from 
OOO to 2,000 »*ggs poi day. The sex be­ 
ing determined by the treatm ent of the 
eggs by’ the workers as the necessity 
demands. 
This is done by the urn* of 
slaver applied to the eggs during the 
first ten days when the egg cells are 
apped over and remain until hatched, 
being kept warm by a d u s te r of bees. 
The queen 
eggs 
hatch 
In 2K 
days 
drones in 24 and workers in 21. 
The 
size 
of 
the 
cells 
Is previously 
a r ­ 
ranged by the bees. The queen usually 
lives to be three or four years old- 
In 
case of her death, when there are no 
eggs In the queen cells, they w ill break 
down the partition 
and 
enlarge 
a 
workers cell, then by special treatm ent 
rear a new queen from egg a intended 
for workers. 
A queen has a stinger but never uses 
It except 
upon a rival 
queen. 
The 
drones, or male bees, are short lived, 
hatching in the early spring and living 
only a few weeks during the sw arm ing 
season. 
Then they are dragged out by 
the workers. 
They have no sting for 
protection and no honey sack. so they 
soon die. 
The workers seldom live to 
be six months old and In honey g a t h ­ 
ering 
season 
their 
wings 
become 
notched In a few weeks so they c a n ­ 
not fly with a load of honey and rath er 
than become a burden to the colony 
they crawl out of the hive and commit 
suicide by starvation, doing the name 
In case they lose 
their sting 
by pro­ 
tecting their home from Intruders. 
They commence work In early spring 
by a thorough house cleaning, c a rry ­ 
ing aw ay all dead bees and dirt that 
may have accum ulated during the w in ­ 
ter months.

I moved they em balm him In wax, a ir­ 
tight. 
If

A worker Is provided with a long 
I honey tongue, a honey i n k and a sack 
Ion each hind leg for carrying poland o r 
J bee bread for young hoes.

pinchers. 
By

Is 
pinched off between the scales, rolled 
arid packed Into the narks on their legs 
and carried to the hive. 
The comb which fills the hive Is ob­ 
tained by the bees eat in t honey which 
passes through their bodies and comes 
out In a few hours In scales under their 
wings.

gether 
into (“ells of octagon 
shape, 
which will make more cells with less 
space than in any other shape that a 
mechanic could suggest. It takes about 
twenty pounds of honey used In this 
way to make one pound of comb. There 
are about two pounds of comb In a 
hive- 
It takes from ten 
to 
tw enty 
pounds of honey to winter a swarm. A 
full ten pound rack hive will weigh 
about one hundred pounds. 
E xtra honey Is obtained by putting 
on the top of fht1 hive supers contain­ 
ing 28 pound boxes. 
In a good season 
a sw arm w ill fill two of these. 
The sw arm ing season commences the 
Drut of May when the queen Is kept 
busy laying. 
They will see that the 
queen cells are provided with eggs then 
they send out bees to find a suitable 
place for a home for a new swarm. 
If 
woods are within two or three miles 
they will usually select a hollow tree, 
clean it out the best they cho and on 
the first clear day the old queen will 
come out of the hive with about two- 
thirds of the bees. On the morning that 
they Intend to swarm , only a few bees 
will start out for honey hut Instead 
they will fill their honey sacks and 
walt tor orders from the* q u e e n . 
Ilion there Is a very lively time, for 
1500 to 2000 bees will try and see which 
will he 
the first out. 
They 
circle In

air for a few 
m inutes until 
the

finds a place 
to light, which is 
usually on the limb of a 
tree,

they collect In a cone shaped ball.

not been secured by 
an attendant by putting then) Into a 
new hive, they will lead 
the sw arm in 
a bee line to 
the pin re selected.

the bees areal! loaded it Is tint very dif­ 
ficult to hive them as they seldom sting. 
The attendant 
will 
shake 
or brush 
them into a pall and turn them out In 
front of a new hive. 
Then they soon 
crawl in and go to work a t once. 
If wet w eather 
should

and the new queen should he 
ready to hatch, the bees would protect 
her from being stung to death by

When this Is done the queen will k e e p

often knows by this when to expect a 
new* swarm.

ventilating It: on a w arm day you will 
notice a num ber

It Is Just as well for those who have not been fortunate enough to lay 
In their winter supply of coal not to w orry overmuch o r .g o to the extreme 
of buying out woodynrds through fear of freezing during the winter. 
We do not expect the coal barons, bold as they are, will dare to hold 
out until the cold weather comes: we do not believe the people will tolerate 
the strike much longer; we do not believe 
that 
President Roosevelt will 
presume so much upon the patience of the public as to hold neutral much 
longer. Therefore we believe there will be no danger of freezing to death and 
no need of laying In an all w in te r supply of wood. 
It is well, however, to be fairly fortified against the worst possible, as 
even though the strike were declared off tomorrow it would probably be a 
month before any considerable quantity of coal would reach Lowell. 
The substitutes for coal are steadily advancing In price as a result of 
the demand. 
Thus hard and soft wood. coke, soft coal, oil and even 
gas 
heating have advanced. 
Peat Is out of the question as It can be 
dried only 
In summer. 
It Is certain that tho strike will result In developing substitutes 
for 
coal. Wood stoves wil be used in m any places where coal stoves had been 
In use and with 
results 
more satisfactory than at first anticipated.

AN 
INVESTIGATION 
NECESSARY. 
The Sun wan the first paper to bring to public notice the tragic nature of 
Miss McCormick’s death In the Medfield insane asylum.

While It rem ains to be seen w hether this request will be compiled with 
In any or all particulars, we believe th at 
the 
Lowell municipal authorities 
are to be commended on their action. 
They have taken a step and pointed 
out a course of procedure that Is likely to be generally followed and in such 
event Is calculated to arouse popular Interest regarding the right of 
the 
governm ent to Interfere as a m atter of public policy to compel the op era­ 
tion of the mines. 
Recognized legal authorities m aintain 
th at such 
proceed­ 
ings as 
are suggested 
in this appeal to 
the president, 
can 
be 
instituted 
under the common law' not only by 
the state but by an Individual consumer 
who can show that he Is being injured through his Inability to procure this 
n atural product which is to him a prime necessity, 
because 
of 
the 
failure, 
from w hatever cause of those who control its production to supply It. 
T hat Is common sense. 
It would seem preposterous to suppose 
th at 
the private interests and prejudices of any Individuals or corporations in a 
case of this nature were superior to those of the public. 
Or that, as In 
this Instance, when such parties take the position th a t they are param ount, 
the courts are Impotent to afford the people relief from an 
intolerable 
and 
calam itous state of affairs. One thing is certain, and on 
this we venture 
to 
say the people of the United States 
w ho nre feeling the stress of the pres­ 
ent situation will be universally In agreem ent—and th a t Is 
th at 
m atters 
have reached a stage so acute and critical that It Is 
time 
this 
question 
should be Judicially determined. 
More th an that, it is the government, 
which Is a common sufferer with the public, that should put this Issue to 
an Immediate and positive test. 
It has been claimed that the president is powerless to act officially to 
bring the strike to nn end or to force the owners of the mines to resume 
the working thereof. 
But who can speak authoritatively on this subject, 
or why should the public adm it such a claim as being sound In the absence 
of a legal decision to that effect? 
W hat the Lowell authorities have asked 
would seem to be not only reasonable and right but expedient In the high­ 
est degree. 
Were other like official bodies everywhere to fall Into line in 
seconding their demand, it Is highly probable that the effect would be salu­ 
tary and such as to alarm and bring the coal trust crowd to their senses. 
It is very much 
to be doubted, 
despite the toplofty and arrogant a tti­ 
tude they have been occupying, lf they would care or to put it more em ­ 
phatically, they would dare to face proceedings such as 
these 
resolution* 
propose 
and have the courts pass upon the vital Issue therein Involved. 
But the tim e has gone by for consulting their wishes or giving any con­ 
sideration to their claims and assumptions. 
It Is tim e now* for the public 
to proceed to learn what Its rights are and what authority the governm ent 
lins in the premises, perm itting no stone to be left unturned In establish­ 
ing and exercising the sam e to the limit.

The sense of security which the peo­ 
ple of Lowell feel today because of the 
excellency of their fire departm ent in 
justified. 
The Lowell departm ent is 
without question equal to any force of 
fire fighters in the world. 
Its equip­ 
m ent Is all th a t modern progress. In­ 
vention and a liberal treasury affords 
N otw ithstanding 
th at 
Lowell 
Is a 
mill city, that m any of Its establish­ 
m ents frequently suffer from tires due 
to spontaneous combustion, and that 
It has m any large districts wherein a 
fire once under good headway would be 
difficult to control; notw ithstanding all 
this. Lowell has not had a really seri­ 
ous fire for several years, and It has 
not suffered from w hat Is known as a 
conflagration since the Middle street 
fire In IWV, when the Are house was 
burned. 
There are standing In Lowell today 
many ramshakcle stru c tun*s. some 
of 
them right In the heart of the fire d is­ 
tricts. and It Is a noteworthy fact that 
the only criticism heard of the Lowell 
Are departm ent Is th a t when a fire 
breaks out In one of these buildings, as 
It frequently does, the work of the 
firemen Is so efficient th at the blase 
never gains headway and the danger­ 
ous structures remain, an eyesore to 
the citizens, a menace to surrounding 
property, and the cause of higher In­ 
surance rates 
Making all due allowances for the ex­ 
cellent equipments of the department, 
Its success In subduing tires is due, In 
great part, to the discipline and spirit 
of the rank and file. 
The present chief of the departm ent 
has no other thought In life but the 
Improvement of the service. 
Ile has 
given to it the greater part of his life. 
having served through all stages since 
IOT* 
It ts only fair to say that under 
his administration the departm ent has 
reached its best. 
As a leader of the 
fire fighters, Chief Hosmer comes n a t­ 
urally to the place. 
His 
ancestors 
were 
fighters 
and. 
among those whose nam es have been 
banded down to history 
since 
that 
memorable day when ut Concord was 
Ared the shot heard 'round the world, 
none stands out more prominently than 
Hosmer. 
Viewing the departm ent as It stands

FIRST AND LAST. 
The first fire of Importance that oc­ 
curred within the limits of the present 
Lowell, was at H urd’s mill in Hurd 
•treet, in June, 1H25. 
There were but 
three available engines jn the vicinity at 
the tim e—one owned by Mr. Hurd, the 
proprietor of the mill, another owned 
b y the M errimack 
company, and 
a 
third kept at Middlesex Village 
They 
were of the primitive pattern, without 
auction, and could work only by being 
filled ^ I t h w ater which w as passed In 
buckets by the Inhabitants from the 
nearest supply, whether a well, pond

A FI RE SOCIETY. 
In common with the custom observed 
In the larger tow ns in the 
com m on­ 
wealth. Lowell had a fire society in 
those early days. 
It was known as the 
Lowell United Fire society,

ing In a convenient and accessible place

M errimack, froze up and became u n ­ 
serviceable and H u rd ’s engine and this 
were the only ones fit for duty. 


COMPANY ORGANIZED. 
Although the town had purchased an 
engine and received authority to o r­ 
ganize a fire departm ent no im m edi­ 
ate steps were taken to make the ser­ 
vice more efficient. 
The engine was 
locked up in the house and had no or­ 
ganized company. 
When the fire or 
curred It was pulled out arid manned 
with such force us happened to be at 
hand. 
In 1832 the idea was projected of 
forming a new company. 
Capt. J. G 
Peabody, Charles Greig and a few o th ­ 
er young men were successful In fo rm ­ 
ing a perm anent com pany. 
In 
this 
same year appeared the first available 
record of the board of engineers of the 
departm ent. 
In 1836 Lowell left the cradle as a 
town and took her place am ong the 
cities of the commonwealth. Following 
Is a list of all the chief engineers that 
have filled the position since the city 
charter was granted to 
the 
present 
lime; the years are given In chronolog­ 
ical order, 
the 
appointm ent 
dating 
from May 1st of each year, and out of 
the tw enty-four chief engineers only 
two are living, namely: 
Ruel F. B rit­ 
ton and the present ctyef, E dw ard S.

ASSISTANT CHIEF NORTON. 
His assistant chief, James F. Norton, 
became a volunteer fireman in 1865 when 
he Joined the Excelsior hand engine com­ 
pany No. I. and was a member of that 
I company until it went out of commission 
In 1866. 
He then joined the Ocean hose 
company No. I in Warren street and re- 
jmnined with that company for six months 
when he was transferred 
to Excelsior 
hose No. 3. 
Ile remained with this com­ 
p an y until he was promoted captain. Af­ 
ter seven years’ service as captain he was 
!appointed to the board of engineers on tho 
d o t h of Chief (Jeorge Hobson and has 
been in the boti rd ever since. 
He was 
made permanent in 1898 during the admin­ 
istration of Ex-Mayor Bennett, but did 
not serve until January. IOO), when he was 
reappointed by Muyor Limon. 
AN IM PO RTA N T CHANGE. 
In 1850-51 an im portant change occur­ 
red in the fire service of Lowell. 
D ur­ 
ing this year 8,538 feet of hydrant pipe 
were laid connecting with the corpora­ 
tion reservoir 
on Belvidere 
Heights, 
and 
40 
hydrants 
were distributed 
through the city. The most im portant 
fire of the year was the burning of the 
brick 
building used 
as 
a dry house 
by the M errimack 
company, involving 
a loss of $11,000. 
There were seven en­ 
gines In the departm ent th at year and 
the num ber of hydrants was increased 
to 59. 
MOST E X T E N S IV E F IR E . 
On July 28, 1854, occurred 
the most 
extensive fire In point of territory th a t 
Lowell has ever experienced. 
It has 
passed Into history as ‘‘the big fire on 
the Acre.” 
It caught in a stable owned 
by

O T H E R BIO FIRES. 
The burning of Central bridge on the 
morning of August 5, 1882, was one of 
the memorable fires of 
recent years. 
The structure was of wood, and It was 
entirely destroyed. 
W hen the 
center 
fell, several m em bers of the departm ent 
who were posted on the roof at 
the 
northern end, w ent down with It, or 
were left hanging In m id-air to the tel­ 
ephone wires and cross-bars. 
F o r­ 
tunately they all escaped without p er­ 
m anent or serious injury. 
One of the fires best remembered by 
older citizens was the burning of the 
residence of William Smith, on D racut 
Heights, on the night of February 5, 
1845.

FIR ST STEAM F IR E ENGINE. 
The first 
steam fire 
engine In the 
departm ent was purchased in 1860. 
It 
was clumsy and 
Inefficient compared 
with later patterns, but It did good ser­ 
vice until it was laid on the shelf In 
1866. 
The ten years from 1862 to 1872 were 
^■► important to the fire service of Lowell, 
as during this 
period 
a change 
was 
gradually made from this old system 
to 
the present one, which comprises 
the most approved methods of modern 
times, for fighting m a n ’s best servant 
but hardest m aster. 
In 1861, the second steamer, Game­ 
cock No. 2, was added to the d ep art­ 
ment, and hand engines Nos. 4 and 12 
were w ithdraw n from 
active service.

WOBURN, Sept. 27.—At a special ses­ 
sion of the city council last evening, 
Mayor Fconey sent in the following: 
‘'Gentlemen: 
The necessity of

to Invite your serious attention to the 
problem of providing some paliative of 
the threatened evil. 
“Unless the coal strike Is speedily 
settled an I at present there seems to be 
no imm ediate prospect of 
its settle­ 
ment, the w ant of an adequate fuel 
supply lr, bound to be felt both by rich 
and poor. 
“The sta tu te s of this commonwealth, 
viz: 
C hapter 25, section 15, authorize 
cities and towns to appropriate money 
to employ the poor living within their 
borders. 
“The purchase by the city of sta n d ­ 
ing wood and the employment of nec­ 
essitous persons in the cutting of such 
wood will not only furnish needed em ­ 
ployment to men 
in 
our m idst 
Tv ho 
would otherwise be idle, but will a t the 
name time afford m eans wluerelry peo­ 
ple in our rom m nnlty and the various 
I city departm ents will be 
enabled 
to 
procure needed fuel not otherwise ob­ 
tainable. 
While it is not to be expect­ 
e d that the tem porary expedience sug­ 
gested by me In this 
com munication 
will entirely supply the 
dem and 
for 
1 fuel, It Is likely to go a good way tow ­ 
ard relieving the distress which m ust 
jo sn e lf no substitute is furnished to 
take to some extent the place of the 
coal supply, upon which people have 
heretofore depended. 
“I therefore suggest and urge upon 
you the appointm ent of a com mittee to 
investigate the propriety of the course 
suggested, and to report to your board 
next Monday nig h t.”

Held at Huntington Hall—Govern­ 
ment Seizure of Mines Advocat­ 
ed—Pres. Baer Denounced—Re­ 
solutions Adopted 


A maBS meeting under the auspices 
of the Trades and Labor Council was 
held in Huntington hall last evening. 
The purpose of the meeting was to dis­ 
cuss the coal question, to talk It over 
seriously, 
and 
to 
suggest 
whatever 
method of relief that was uppermost 
In the mind of the speaker. 
Resolu­ 
tions trimming the Iron sides of the 
coal barons and laying bare the honest

demands of the miners were unani­ 
mously adopted. 
The attendance was 
not such 
as 
would tend to enthuse or Inspire the 
sincere speaker. 
It was the hope 
of 
the Trades and Labor Council that the 
hall would be packed to overflowing. 
Instead of that vacant seats stared the 
speakers on every hand and a generous 
estimation of the crowd, numerically, 
could not put It beyond 800. 
The men who raised their voices In 
behalf of the striking miners were: 
Rev. N. W. Mathews, 
pastor of the 
First 
Primitive 
Methodist 
church; 
Frank K. Foster of Boston, a member 
of the executive board 
of 
the 
state 
branch of the American Federation of 
Labor; Daniel J. Donahue, Eeq*. Rep­ 
resentative James F. Carey of H aver­ 


hill, Alderman James H. Carmichael 
and Edward D. McVey, Esq. 
Joseph F. Convery of the Trades and 
Labor council called to 
order 
and 
Mayor Badger was 
Introduced 
as 
chairman for the 
evening. 
Tn 
his 
opening remarks, Mr. Convery deplor­ 
ed the slim attendance and expressed 
surprise that more people were not In­ 
terested In the question that has the 
whole nation thinking 
Acting Mayor Badger said In part: 
“The occasion of thts meeting is the 
result of 
an approaching crisis in 
human affairs. 
“ Whatever may be the result of our 
deliberations 
here, I sincerely hope 
that they shall spring from 
sober 
thoughts, 
that 
they will be dignified 
and forceful and that they will com­ 
mand the attention of 
th o se bodies 
who have the proper authority to ap­ 
ply a remedy. 
“The present strike 
Includes 
the 
three elapses, whereas previous strikes 
have Included only two classes. 
“The main points at Issue In the 
present strike are shorter hours for 
the lahore™ and engine men, pumpers, 
etc., and the final aim of the United 
Miners 
union 
to 
exclude 
from 
the 
mines all non-union labor. 
After 
a 
series of meetings that bore nothing 
but poor and decayed fruits, the own­ 
ers have Anally refused all comprom­ 
ise. conciliation or adjustment. 
“We look in vain for some 
other 
source from w*hlch to obtain coal and 
it seems as though w*e will be obliged 
to use bituminous coal and It Is pre­ 
dicted that the world’s supply of coal 
will not last more than 400 years. The 
question that confronts us Is a very 
serious one and must be solved quick­ 
ly-“I nm plensed to state that our city 
cou nci l has taken action. 
It has made 
an official appeal to the chief executive 
of the country. 
If a large number of 
the municipalities would follow 
this 
line, I believe that the concerted ac­ 
tion would incite the Federal authori­ 
ties to a sense of their duties. 
I be­ 
lieve. however, that the state of Penn­ 
sylvania has far more authority In 
the m atter than the national govern­ 
ment. 
"Suppose 
tonight 
this 
meeting 
should appoint a committee of action 
to address a circular note to all cities 
nnd towns in New England calling for 
eo-operatlon In this plan. 
The meet­ 
ing could be held inside of one week, 
and w*e then would have done all that 
we 
morally 
could 
do. 
Concerted 
action Is what we would be asserting, 
our right to a government of the peo­ 
ple, by the people and for the people.

Rev. N. W Mathews, pastor of the 
Primitive Methodist church In Gorham 
street, was the Aret speaker to be in­ 
troduced by the chairman. 
He said 
in part: 
"The coal question Is a big one, and 
the contest has been on for more than 
30 years. 
"It Is one more battle In a long and 
igorously waged contest. 
The last 
strike that I was In. I took my flour 
sack and went to the box car, to get 
my 26 pounds of flour to keep the wolf 
of hunger from the door at home. I 
then and there vowed, bu the help of 
the God who presides above, that I 
would never suffer the life of a collier. 
"The average pay of a miner does 
not exceed $1.40 a day. 
They have to 
deal at corporation stores and prices 
are unreasonable." 
Mr. Mathews 
went 
into a 
lenthy 
discussion of the mines and the min­ 
ers. 
He told Interesting stories of his 
personal experiences. 
He 
said 
that 
the mules are of as much consequence 


in Morgan’s 
the ground, 
ask for an eight-hour day; lf there Is 
any body of men on the race of God's 
earth that are deserving of an eight- 
hour day, surely the men who work In 
Morgan’s coal mine 
underneath 
the 
ground, where the sun never shines, 
are as worthy os any. 
"The sun’s gleam—God’s blessed boon 
to tho workingman, never reaches the 
bowels of the earth, where the miners 
with their little lamps nre 
digging, 
digging In the bosom of peril, and th* 
drudgery Is greater than the Inexperi­ 
enced have any appreciation of. 
“The Pennsylvania miners are work 
lng for social emancipation* 
“The school boys; 
boys that should 
be at school, are sent to the breakers 
and too often they die there." 
“Humanity! Humanity!" came from 
the gallery, In an excited voice. 
“Is Bob’ Edmonds here?" asked the 
speaker. 
"I wrote to him and asked 
him to be here. 
He and I worked In 
the same mines together." 
"Bob Isn’t here,’ but I’m here," come 
another voice from the gallery. 
"The suffering at such a time 
as 
this," said the speaker, "Is something 
terrible. 
"I have been one of many 
who stood In the woods, the rain pelt­ 
ing down upon us: we had been evict­ 
ed from 
the company’'* houses, 
be­ 
cause we struck against 
a 
hardship 
that was too hard to bear. 
"The golden calf Is being worshipped 
with a vengeance In this great country 
of ours, and the hearts of 
men are 
turned to the calf Instead of to God, 
"If I thought that my God, and I 
speak with reverence, had given 
that 
man Baer of 
the Pennsylvania and 
Reading railroad. 
the coal mines In 
Pennsylvania 
I would 
resign 
from 
the ministry tonight. 
"Selxe tho mines and the railroads 
and work them under a receivership 
until the courts have decided what 
course to pursue.” 
Bo great was the applause occas­ 
ioned by this statement that the speak­ 
er was obliged to walt several min­ 
utes before proceeding 
Daniel J. Donahue, Esq.,

DANIEL J. DONAHUE’S 
ADDRESS. 
What shall we do to be saved 
from 
freezing to death this winter was the 
theme of a lengthy 
address by D. J. 
Donahue, Esq. 
Among other things 
be said: 
The situation in which New England 
coal consumers find 
themselves today 
is of absolute dependence on Pennsyl­ 
vania mine owners. 
The 
principal 
owners 
of Pennsyl­ 
vania mines are 
Pennsylvania rail­ 
roads. 
The 
mines are operated 
for 
their benefit, the freight rates are fix­ 
ed abnormally high and the consumer 
of coal Is obliged to pay not merely a 
reasonable wage and profit upon the 
cost of getting out coal, but dividends 
upon enormously watered stocks of the 
railroads which own the mines. 
There 
may be a remedy in govern­ 
ment ownership, but before the govern­ 
ment can deliver us our annual quota 
of coal we shall be frozen to death and 
not need It lf we depend on them. 
There is one remedy which can be 
Immediately applied. That Is, take off 
the tariff of 67 cents per ton on bitum­ 
inous coal, and lf we can’t get at the 
railroad mine owners by this, let the 
government offer a bounty to Importers 
of foreign anthracite. 
The same 
parties practically 
own 
both mines and railroads and they are 
mostly the stockholders of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad. 
Within a week a fresh and alarming 
complication has arisen In the objec­ 


tion of railroad 
employes to 
hauling 
non-union mined coal. If this objection 
should 
result 
In a 
general 
railroad 
strike, conditions throughout the coun­ 
try would become more deplorable than 
they are now. 
The demands of the miners, as stated 
In a 
nutshell by their leader, John 
Mitchell, are: 
1. Twenty 
per rent. 
Increase In 
wages for all those working under con­ 
fract. 
2. An eight-hour workday, 
without 
reduction In wages, for all working by 
the day, week or month. 
3. Weighing of all coal as It comes 
from the mines, and payment by weight 
where practicable. 
An increase of twenty cents a ton 
In the price of coal would cover the 
additional expense imposed upon the 
coal operatives by the granting of all 
these demands. 
The refusal of the coal operators to 
grant these demands, and the conse­ 
quent prolongation of the strike, has 
resulted already In in Increase of nearly 
nine dollars per ton. 
You could buy 
coni In May for $6.26 per ton. 
This 
week the price went to $16 a ton. 
In the face of conditions such as we 
all know to exist. 
the 
wise 
and 
thoughtful naturally cast about for a 
remedy. 
Is a remedy to be found in existing 
laws? 
Is new legislation needed to put an 
end to conditions w’hlch have become 
unbearable? 
Is government ownership and opera­ 
tion the only remedy? 
I venture to say that, lf existing laws 
were enforced, there would be no such 
conditions as 
confront the people of 
the United States today. 
There are 
laws on the federal 
statute 
books 
against combinations In restraint of 
trade which, lf enforced, would 
abol­ 
ish 
and 
prevent 
the 
recurrence of 
such conditions. 
There are laws on 
the statute 
bonks 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
forbidding the ownership of coal mines 
by railroad companies, which, lf en­ 
forced, would prove an effectual bar 
to these conditions. 
It is the sworn duty of the president 
of the United States and of the gov­ 
ernor of Pennsylvania to enforce these 
laws. 
Why are these laws not enforced? 
Is It because the president of the U n­ 
ited States and the governor of Penn­ 
sylvania are afraid of the trusts? 
In the face of failure to enforce ex­ 
isting laws, can a remedy be secured 
by additional legislation? 
I hold that 
there can be, and that the first step 
should be the removal of the tariff on 
bituminous coal first because tariff on 
bituminous coal would 
restore 
the 
banished iron Industries of Massachu­ 
setts; second, because It w'ould break 
up the anthracite monopoly to which 
present onerous conditions are due. 
Two-thirds at least of the coal used 
In Lowell Is bituminous. 
Why should 
consumers of coal In Lowell be taxed 
by the tariff for the benefit of the coal 
barons of Pennsylvania. 
The placing 
of 
bituminous 
coal 
on the free list 
would mean a reduction of at least SO 
per cent. In the coni bills of Lowell's 
great. Industries. 
W hat are the 
candidates for con­ 
gress, In this fifth Massachusetts dls- 
rlet. this greatest Industrial district In 
the country, prepared to do, lf nomi- 
rnted and elected, to relieve the people 
from the horrible evils against which 
their voices are raised In righteous pro­ 
test? 
What remedy have these candidates, 
democratic and republican, to offer? 
W hat do they Intend to do lf elected? 
Will the successful candidate go to 
Washington prepared to champion the 
cause of the people against the frusta? 
Or will he take his seat with eyes only 


for the railroad sign which In letters 
of gold by day and as a pillar of fire 
by night over the door 
of 
congress 
hang and "Look out for the engine 
when the bell rings,”- t h e signal of 
the railroad kings to weak or venal 
legislators to rise and do their bld 
ding? 
These 
candidates have been 
asked to define their position on the 
vital Issue which we are her** tonight 
to consider and discuss, 
it may be 
that their native modesty has 
pre 
vented them from speaking. 
This Is 
no time for political platitudes or how 
popular a man Is through good looks 
or honeyed w*ords, or how Influential 
by reason of ancestors. 
But, gentlemen, you should under 
stand that the people are waiting to 
hear from you. 
If you want the auf 
frages of the people at 
the poll* In 
November, now Is the time for you to 
speak—lf not In clarion tones, at least 
In whispers, so that we may under­ 
stand where you art' at. 
W e want to 
know* and we want to know now, 
He who Is w-lth the trusts Is against 
the people. The man of the hour must 
have a deposit of gray matter In his 
head and be controlled by conscience. 
Remedies:— 
Public ownership of 
railroads 
and 
mines, 
A receiver to open up the mines. 
A revision of the tariff. 
Enforcement of 
the law 
against 
trusts. 


F R A N K K. FOSTER. 
Frank K. Foster of Boston was the 
next speaker. 
He said he had no so­ 
lution to offer 
to the vexing problem 
that confronts the country today. 
After describing the outlines of a sit­ 
uation as and as It Is formidable, the 
speaker warmed up and aroused his 
hearers by saying: 
"The least that we can do is to stand 
shoulder to shoulder and remain loyay 
to Mitchell and his faithful band of 
workers." 
JAMES F. CAREY. 
Representative James F. Carey of 
Haverhill received a right royal 
wel­ 
come w*hen Introduced. 
He commenced by saying that th** 
story of the miners does not differ 
materially from the story that can be 
told of any class of 
wage earners, 
"and." he sold. “while weeping over 
the bended forms of the miners, let us 
spare a few tears for the children that 
are being ground up Into profit In our 
own mills. 
He did not believe that to take the 
duty Off Nova Scotia and Cape Breton 
coal would 
mend 
the 
matter much, 
He said that the same "gang" who 
govern the mines 
In 
Pennsylvania. 
have 
also a finger In the pie In the 
mines of the maritime provlces. 
He advocated 
government 
owner­ 
ship; that the mines should be manag­ 
ed democratically, and that no man 
or men should stand between the work­ 
er and the wealth that he produces. 
The real panacea for 
the 
country’s 
ills, he believed, Is with the socialistic 
party. 
JAMES H. CARMICHAEL. 


James H. Carmichael was surprised 
to see so few present at so Important 
a meeting. 
He thought the cause was 
such that any seriously thinking citi­ 
zen would leave his home and Join In 
the Interest of a meeting that meant 
so much- 
"If It’s possible," he said, "for a 
few* men to make icehouses of 
our 
homes, then It Is time for congress to 
take a hand.” 
He said it would be well before we 
vote for men or vote for measures to 
have the candidates for office stand up 
and tell us lf they are for the trusts 


or for the people. 
The public In —. 
might and main, he said, can crush th* 
trusts. 
E. D. MCVEY. 
E. D. McVey, Esq., 
was the 
speaker.

marks, Mr. McVey said: 
"When one considers the Importance! 
of the situation that faces us tod&j

T h e d eta ils o f the d isa ster could not 
be learned from the local office, w h ich 
cla im ed to be w ith o u t in fo rm a tio n r e ­ 
g a r d i n g it, a s th a t portion of the road

a n o th er division rather 


than L ow ell, 
a n d the 
e m p lo y es c o n ­ 
cerned 
are from W obu rn , rath er than 
from this city. 
A L ow ell m a n w h o w a s a p a sse n g e r 
on the north 
bound car 
in fo r m s T he 
Hun th a t upon rea ch in g the tu rn ou t the 
sou th bound car, o w in g to a d e fe ct in 
the sig n a ls, proceeded a lo n g w ith o u t 
w a itin g to m e et the north bound car. 
At a point about half a mile below the 
turnout, the tw o cars crashed into each 
other with terrific force, as both were 
going at a fair rate of speed at the time. 
The front vestibules of each car were de­ 


molished. 
The motorman on the south 
bound oar whose name could not be learn­ 
ed, is said to have been fatally injured. 
He was placed in a carriage and taken to 
Woburn. 
The other motorman w as bad­ 
ly cut but not fatally injured.

LONDON, * Sept. 27.—Affairs in Ireland 
are attracting serious English attention, 
which is not characterized by the politi­ 
cal rancor which usually accom panies all 
Irish questions. 
The refusal of tho lead­

Taylor's projected land conference 
has 
caused keen regret on the part of m any 
government supporters, though others be­ 
lieve nothing would have eventuated. Tho 
olive leaf having been rejected affairs arc 
now perhaps more hopeless 
than ever. 
T h e nationalists continue their anti-gov­ 
ernment campaign, while the governm ent 
retaliates by enforcing 
th 
crimes act. 
until it seem* alm ost probable that half 
of John Redmond's party will be in jail 
before Christmas. 
In a pessimistic edi­ 
torial dealing with the earl of Dudley's en ­ 


trance 
Into Dublin 
as lord lieutenant, 
Thursday, the London Times som ew hat 
sadly adm its that perhaps It would be 
better for tho country lf the lord lieuten­ 
ancy was abolished and that Ireland be 
governed on the same lines as Scotland. 
This change of heart is not more rernurk- 
abb than the bitterness towards the cab­ 
inet's policy, evinced by many of the lead­ 
ing Irish landlords, who, for opposite I ca­ 
nons are now' as often unpleasant thorns 
in the governm ent's side as the national­ 
ists them selves.

It is Just as well for those who have not been fortunate enough to lay 
in their w inter supply of coal not to worry overmuch or go to the extrem e 
of buying out woodyards through fear of freezing during the winter. 
We do not expect the coal barons, bold its they are. will dare to hold 
out until the cold w eather comes; we do not believe the people will tolerate 
the strike much longer; we do not believe 
that 
President Roosevelt will 
presume so much upon the patience of the public as to hold neutral much 
longer. Therefore we believe there will be no danger of freezing to death and 
no need of laying In an all winter supply of wood. 
It ts well, however, to be fairly fortified against the worst possible, as 
even though the strike were declared off tomorrow It would probably be a 
m onth before any considerable q uantity of coal would reach Lowell. 
The substitutes for coal are steadily advancing in price as a result of 
the demand. 
Thus hard and soft wood, coke, soft coal, oil and even gas 
•^heating have advanced. 
Peat is out of the question as it can be 
dried only 
||n summer. 
It Is certain that the strike will result In developing substitutes 
for 
coal. Wood stoves wll be used in m any places where coal stoves had been 
in use and with

and 
calamitous state of affairs. One thing is certain, and on 
this we venture 
to 
say the people of the United States 
who are feeling the stress of the pres­ 
ent situation will be universally in agreem ent—and th a t is 
that 
m atters 
have reached a stage so acute and critical th at it is 
time 
this 
question 
should be Judicially determined. 
More than that, it is the government, 
which is a common sufferer with the public, thut should put this Issue to 
an Immediate and positive test. 
It hag been claimed that the president Is powerless to act officially to 
bring the strike to an end or to force the owners of the mines to resume 
the working thereof. 
But who can speak authoritatively on this subject, 
or why should the public adm it such a claim as being sound in the absence 
of a legal decision to th at effect? 
W h at the Lowell authorities have asked 
would seem to be not only reasonable and right but expedient In the high­ 
est degree. 
W ere other like official bodies everywhere to fall into line in 
seconding their demand, it Is highly probable that the effect would be salu­ 
tary and such as to alnrm and bring the coal trust crowd to their senses. 
It is very much

IMITATIVE ANIMALS 


A BEGGAR'S DOG GROWS

The beggar's dog i\eyer 
looks cheerful, never smiles, never frol­ 
ics, but simply sits by his m aster and 
broods and begs for w hatever charity 
m ay give. 
“ I have seen^the dog character mold­ 
ed under happier circumstances, and 
the dog became more cheerful. He was 
a light hearted, free and easy sort of 
creature and seemed to get som ething 
of the sunnier side of things. 
I am 
alm ost tempted to say th a t if you will 
show me a m a n ’s dog I will tell you
